Fine reddish-purple 
with Tethys-like coloring. A cluster Cattleya with heads of 5-10 
flowers. Real show type. 


C. Henrietta Japhet ‘Fine’ x C. Bob Betts, ‘Piedra Blanca’. Magnifi- 
cent new free flowering polyploid white on the order of Pearl Har- 
bor. Season is summer and fall. Real exhibition white. 


Le. Molly Tyler, FCC/AOS x Sic. Anzac, ‘Orchidhurst’ FCC/RHS. Here 
is a grand cross that should give a high percentage of Ruby and plum 
colors of excellent substance. Molly Tyler FCC rivals the famous 
Anzac in rich dark coloring. 


C. PORTIA Stewarts Strain (C. Bowringiana ‘Black Prince’ x C. Labi- 
ata). We doubt that it is possible to make a better strain of Portia 
than with the parents used here. Flowers about 4 inches across in 
heads of from 5 to 10 flowers. Sparkling dark purples in many cases. 
Season, fall, though may be controlled with light for any season.

Season, May-June, with second bloom 
again later around November-December. 


C. Jeanne Patterson x C. Dorothy Mackaill. A large free flowering 
white with yellow lip for the difficult months of May-June. Espe- 
cially profitable to those who supply the cut flower market.
